The Assessor’s Report 


NONE OF THE COMPETITORS achieved a 
faultless solution, but on the whole the 
standard of design is high. It was inter 
esting but not unexpected to find that

petitors chose a contemporary idiom 
and none of the designs had a pitched 
roof—a strange aberration in a genera 
tion of architects which prides itself on 
a logical and scientific approach to 
building.

THE RECEPTION ROOM is required for 
parties visiting the brewery, an activity 
which goes on morning and afternoon 
throughout the year, mainly in the form 
of coach parties of 20 to 40 people. The 
new gatehouse was necessary to control 
the increased flow of vehicles using the 
brewery as a consequence of closing the 
Stag Brewery at Victoria. 


The cylindrical building, housing 
two activities, reception and control, is 
supported on a 24 in. dia. centrally 
positioned r.c. column. Additional struc 
tural stability is provided by. two ‘ duct’ 
columns at the base of the staircase en 
closure. All services including rainwater 
disposal are enclosed in the ‘duct’ 
columns. The shell roof over the visitor 
room, supported on a series of 74 in. x 
+4 in. in situ columns, is insulated with 
1 in. thickness of type 1200 Resin bonded 
fibreglass covered with hardboard, fel 
ind 24 gauge copper. The soffit to th 
shell is fairfaced concrete, a slight tex 
tured appearance being obtained by apply 
ing two sprayed coats of ‘Sprelux’ 


pva emulsion. 


The two brick wings are independent 
of the r.c. structure, and have in situ 
slab roofs with precast artificial stone 
fascias. Where possible all external con 
crete work has an artificial stone finish 
Where this was not practicable due to 
structural strength considerations, a 
matching stone paint has been used. 


The tank house over the staircase en 
closure is faced with afromosia boarding 
finished i 4 coats of ‘Isocyne’ 
lacquer. 

The main display panel designed in con 
junction with the Design Research Unit 
s faced with 1 in. glazed mosaic tiling, 
and panels under the first floor windows

Balustrade fixings 
on the underside of treads are in satin 
nickel bronze to match door furniture 
All hardwood has been treated wit 
coats of ‘Isocyne’” lacquer and

The bar counter is conventional] in sec 


tion and curved on plan. The top and 


lower shelves are of sapele veneered 
blackboard and at each end are polished 
brass glazed frames with an ebonised 
display case set in each. The glazing is 
set in a polished brass trim and the cases 
are lit by architectural strip lights behind 
a fluted brass fascia. There is a circular 
glass panel at the top of each display case 
as a base for Danish glass vase and 
flowers. The bar front is quilted pvc 
leathercloth. Timber screens span from 
the ends of the bar counter to the back 
wall and panels have been provided for 
the display of back-lit coloured photo 
graphic transparencies. The bar back 
fitting is in sapele veneered blockboard 
and the back wall panels are plyfaced with 
pve decorative fabric. A_ refrigeration 
shelf is incorporated in the counter for 
the storage of bottled beer and the com 
partment containing the keg type con 
tainer beer is cooled by a refrigerated 
coil.

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News of the Week 


IUA Planning and Architecture Awards 


THE INTERNATIONAL UNION OF ARCHITECTS 
has announced the recipients for 1961 
of two new awards that have been insti- 
tuted in memory of the union’s first and 
second presidents—Auguste Perret, the 
French architect, and Sir Patrick Aber- 
crombie, the town planner. The awards, 
which will be for architecture and town 
planning, are to be given every two years. 
The first Perret award goes to Mr. Felix 
Candela, the Mexican architect/engineer, 
and the Abercrombie award to the city 
planning department of Stockholm (Mr. 
Sven Markelius and Mr. Géran Siden- 
bladh). Special mentions were made in 
connection with the Perret award of the 
British Ministry of Education for its work 
on the development of prefabricated 
schools (associated with the names of Mr. 
S. Johnson-Marshall, CBE, ARIBA, and 
Mr. Donald Gibson, CBE, FRIBA), and 
the Hungarian Government building re- 
search bureau for its work on the pre- 
fabrication of industrial and agricultural 
buildings. 


Modular Schools for Kent CC 


BECAUSE of changes and shortages of staff 
Kent county architect is not able to take 
full advantage of the opportunity for the 
forward planning of schools afforded by 
the ministerial approval of school building 
programmes two years in advance. To 


assist in retrieving the position, the county 
education committee propose that up to 
five primary schools in the 1960-63 pro- 


gramme be built by a proprietary modular 
system of construction, using local sub- 
contractors as appropriate. 

According to the committee, the plans 
would to some extent be developed by the 
main contractor, and in consequence there 
would be a considerable saving of the time 
of the county architect's staff; the county 
architect would, however, deal with the 
siting and sketch plans, also working 
drawings up to ground slab level.

Telford Awards

The Georgian Group 


THE PRINCIPAL FEATURE of the interim 
report of The Georgian Group, 1960, is the 
interesting speech of Lord John Hope, 
Minister of Works, at the annual meeting 
on July 13 last at the Society of Anti- 
quaries. In the course of this the Minister 
referred to many of the historic buildings 
of the 17th and 18th centuries in his 
charge, including Wren’s Marlborough 
House, which is now being adapted for 
Commonwealth conferences and meet- 
ing, ‘for which it would provide a 
wonderful setting.’ 

‘I can help in preserving outstanding 
Georgian architecture,’ said the Minister, 
‘but what happens to the rest of the 
scene—the ordinary houses which are so 
much a part of our idea of an English 
town—depends ultimately neither on me 
nor on any other Minister. It depends in 
part on the Georgian Group but mainly 
on the fascinating but intangible and un- 


predictable march of changing taste.’ 

The report records the preservation of 
three interest buildings: the redundant 
church of St. George, Great Yarmouth, 
as a museum, the Theatre Royal, Bury St. 
Edmunds (probably designed by William 
Wilkins, senior), and Handcock’s Alms- 
houses, Bardney, Lincs. There is a full 
list of members.

Norfolk and Norwich AA ; Institute of Registered Architects ; 
Faculty of Architects and Surveyors 


SPEAKING at the annual dinner of the 
Norfolk and Norwich Association of 
architects at the Royal Hotel, Norwich, 
on May 3, MR. ERIC FOWLER, vice-chair- 
man of the Norwich Society, said that 
the architect would have to face a greater 
public interest in architecture. ‘I am 
glad to think you welcome it,’ he said, 
‘despite the probability of being subject 
to the same kind of ill-informed criticism 
as authors, painters, musicians and 
actors.’ Enlarging on his theme, Mr. 
Fowler said there was fundamentally only 
good or bad architecture, and much as he 
welcomed the success of the Magdalen- 
street scheme, painting and decoration 
could never be a substitute for good 
architecture. 

Responding to the toast to the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, MR. 
HERBERT JACKSON, FRIBA, vice-president 
and chairman of the Allied Societies’ 
Conference, said it was a sad comment 
on the affluent society that architects 
should be held in such high esteem, but 
should be so poorly rewarded. He 
appealed for the suppression of the ‘ hero 
myth’ as applied to architects. They 
were not, he said, the general do- 
gooders or the father-figures that sections 
of the building industry seemed to think 
they were. 

Mr. Jackson emphasised the importance 
of attracting recruits of the right calibre 
to the profession. The need, he con- 
tinued, for a good training scheme was 
a vital one. 

MR. A. W. ECCLESTONE, LRIBA, proposed 
the toast to the guests, to which Mr. 
HERBERT FRAZER, deputy Lord Mayor of 
Norwich, replied. Mr. Edward Crane, 
DSC, FRIBA, was installed as the new 
president of the Association.

Cost Limits 

Building Note No. 2 defines the method 
and techniques of the costs of hospitals 
and introduces cost limits. The introduc- 
tion of cost control by the Ministry is not 
surprising, nor the emphasis on the use 
of the specialised knowledge of the 
quantity surveyor in cost planning. To 
have a hospital programme over a ten- 
year span with a budget of perhaps 
£500m., means that a large number of 
hospitals must be built in a com 
paratively short period. The many claims 
on the resources of the country make it 
essential to consider in detail the cost of 
providing health buildings and how to 
increase the speed of their construction 
without impairing the needed quality and 
efficiency. Hospitals can no longer be 
considered as ‘ one off’ projects and it is 
appropriate to develop for them the same 
criteria of costs which have been so 
successful in other fields. Value for money 
in the hospital field, as it is in all fields 
of building is a challenge to skilful plan 
ning and technical efficiency; a challenge 
to architects, engineers and quantity sur 
veyors to the departments 
already built, and on the use of such in 


new 


cost-analyse 
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formation to maintain a surer control over 
the costs of future projects. 

Those who have been engaged on 
hospital work have experienced the diffi- 
culties of producing estimates of cost for 
this work. The lack of definition of the 
pattern of medical need has led to many 
variations and these have prevented the 
quantity surveyor from producing a 
balanced estimate of cost at the outset. 
The introduction of Building Notes on 
different departments and their relation 
to the whole should permit the costing 
of hospital work to be approached on a 
much firmer basis. 

We are now all familiar with the link 
ing of the principles of cost control and 
function of a building with its cost. This 
is what the Ministry of Health has set out 
for hospitals in Building Note No. 2. A 
major difficulty has been the fact that 
while hospitals of the same type are 
alike, in that they require the same 
departments, they differ in size and scope 
of work.

Case Studies 

Mr. Masterman concluded by present 
ing four case studies to illustrate some of 
the ways in which the employment of 
work study men on sites could help to 
wards ironing out difficulties and improv 
ing output and costs and the general con 
tentment on the job. These studies dealt 
with method change—-no-fines pouring by 
crane, labour balance—concreting a rein 
forced beam, reviewing targets—bricklay 
ing in traditional housing, and putting 
heart in the team—formwork for retaining 
wall. 


Case 1—Method Improvement (pouring 
no-fines house walls on large estates). The 
existing system was by hoist and barrow 
and took 10 men, powered scoops on 
mixers being hardly available then. After 
study, proposals were made to mechanise 
the mixer loading and to replace the hoist 
and barrows with a mobile crane. Studies 
after the change showed the same output 
with only half the men and a 30 per cent 
saving. In fact two mechanised gangs

Presentation is a matter of 
some dispute. Nearly all agreed on the 
need to improve the standards of presen 
tation. Some felt that outstanding visual 
presentation was the most effective way 
of putting across a product; others were 
content to let facts speak for themselves;

approaches, but found that to a certain 
extent they conflicted. 

Motives are mixed. It was thought, 
for example, that an aesthetically pleas- 
ing presentation would appeal to archi- 
tects; a really glossy catalogue would 
not be thrown away; smart, attractive 
literature would reflect well on the com- 
pany that produces it (‘If the architect 
sees in our leaflet that we have a very 
beautiful building then it will suggest 
quality to him .); and a simplified, 
more clear-cut presentation would make 
literature and product easier to use.

Standardisation Resisted 
There is still resistance to any moves 
for standardisation, such as the cam 
paign for a standardised paper size. As 
one manufacturer put it, ‘ Visual appeal 
is very important, but standardisation 
would lead to the loss of our individu- 
ality—a bad loss.’ On the other hand, 
there were some manufacturers, at least, 
who realised that architects preferred 
standardisation, and anticipated that 
those who complied with this preference 
would benefit. 
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It is clear that in some cases catalogues 
have been produced for no very apparent 
reason. They appear because they have 
always appeared, because competitors 
have them, perhaps because they reflect 
the managing director’s ego. No con- 
cepts here of the need for good, clear, 
up-to-date catalogues to help make the 
best possible use of the firm's products. 
But the of the research suggest 
that manufacturers are taking increasing 
account of what architects want, and how 
they set about planning and specifying. 
Catalogues are coming to be designed 
carefully, with the users’ requirements in 
mind. 

Many of the manufacturers’ attitudes 
show a strong element of personal pride 

pride in the company, in the product, 
and in the literature itself. There seems 
to be a special pride in the last named, 
because in the compilation of technical 
literature manufacturers are really free 
to state, in ‘non-glossy” language, the 
nature of the product and its specific uses 
and advantages 

Unlike other forms of advertising, the 
provision of information can be thought 
of as a benevolent is an aid 
to architects, couched in language they 
can understand, giving them the facts they 
want. Such will, it is felt, 
encourage architects’ patronage of the 
company; furthermore, by enabling the 
best possible use to be made of its pro- 
ducts, the company’s reputation must 
gain. 

It is heartening that these attitudes are 
found, but they are not yet universal. 
What is plain is that they must be 
encouraged, for a clear-sighted apprecia- 
tion of the value of good technical 
literature will benefit manufacturers, 
architects, and the building industry as 
a whole.

In a recent case reported in the ‘ York 
shire Post’ a man died from the effects 
of electric shock and the inspector of 
factories was reported to have said that 
tests on the site where the man was 
working had shown a very serious fault 
in the cable supplying all the power for 
lighting and equipment on the section of 
the site where the accident occurred.

earthed. The fault was not visible and 
involved a burnt-out earth wire about ten 
feet from the main switch. 

Conditions are generally severe on a 
building site and it is therefore of con-

The First World War made an abrupt 
and complete change to building gener 
ally, and Austin Son and Company 
became active in the manufacture of war 
supplies. This experience gave an 
impetus to the development of manufac- 
turing techniques; not only did large- 
scale production point the way to new 
methods of work, but new engineering 
techniques allowed the development of 
new machines. At the end of the war, 
Arthur F. Austin, who is still affection- 
ately remembered as the ‘old guvnor,’ 
swung back the production forces of his 
company into house joinery. 

Frederick Bramston Austin and James 
B. Austin, now joint managing directors 
of Austins of East Ham Limited, joined 
their father in the business in about 1919. 
In 1923 a further 5 acres of factory and 
wharfage was acquired at Barking. The 
use of a wharf was an added economy in 
the handling and transportation of tim- 
ber which was then, as now, brought by 
barge direct to the wharf front at the 
Barking factories.
